A criminal ep idemic iK'culiar to 
C hicago, and to one or two other cities 
having a large floating and vicious class 
p op ulation, is that of Sunday murders, 
which are the results of a day of idleness 
sp ent in the op en saloons, where the vilest 
and most fiery liquors are sold. Murders 
with p eculiar features often occur in 
groujjH in all p arts of the country. 
It law 
been traditional in France that ep idemics 
of suicide return in regular cycles, at 
each recurrence of the suicidal furor, the 
successive victims of their own m urder­ 
ous hands vicing with each other in the 
greater ghastliness of the tragedy that 
they enact. 
1 Paring ono of these p eriods 
a suicide literally “cap p ed the clim ax” 
by leap ing from tlie top of a tower, 2 0 0 
or BOO feet, to the p avement below. 
Stories of wife murders in many p arts 
of the country, relieved 
b y a few excep ­ 
tional murders of husbands by their 
wives, reach the p ress and the p iihlic si­ 
multaneously 
from 
many 
different 
sources. 
“ Murder is in tlie a ir” lias U*- 
corne an habitual exp ression from the re­ 
turn of these bloody times. 
In the days 
of bank burglaries—now much less, fre­ 
quent, owing to the p rotections that sci­ 
ence has p rovided for monev vaults- it 
was not often that a single robbery was 
rep orted—they “ came 
in battalions.” 
lhis was not Iiecause the same gangs en­ 
gaged in many different enterp rises, but 
because a universal similar imp ulse j» er- 
meated the minds of the criminal class 
devoted to these forms of guilt. 
A curious study m ight Im> made of the 
causes of ep idemics of crime. 
In sup er­ 
stitious times all evils were attributed to 
the influence of adverse stars. This m av 
have been an ap p roach to scientific truth, 
or its adv unced shallow. 
That meteoro­ 
logical conditions seriously affect the 
health and sp irits—and affect s om e more 
seriously than others— ig a fact of such 
every day exp erience that it is no longer 
regarded as p henomenal. 
The causes of 
meteroiogieal change must U* the causes 
R ing hack of the 
j K *r vading disp osition 
at times witnessed to commit j**enliar 
classes of crime. 
A suicidal atmosp here 
must have its origin in some of the secret 
sp rings of nature. 
Advanced sim ulation has recently at- 
trihuteil cyclones, earthquak es and other 
terrestrial disturbances to great changes 
¡n the surface of the sun or in the sujk t- 
lieated etlier surrounding it. 
Bun s]K>ts 
and erup tions of solar tlaiues have beeu 
frequently notinl as occurring syin-1 
1ronie- 
idly with devastating hurricanes, tidal 
waves, up heaving# of the ground or 
scotching summer heat.

Tt has l»«*<*n an old wives’ notion frote 
way hi¡ok t hat certain k inds of food must 
be avoided Iiecause they tend to p roduce 
certain k inds of disease.

been fostered by alleged p hysicians who 
p ublish health journals, and are always 
laying down rules about living which, if 
any one undertook to follow literally and 
scrup ulously, would mak e life a burden 
from the cradle to the grave. 
Some 
years ago Dr. Dio Lewis, who was re­ 
garded as somewhat of 
a health exp ert, 
announced that tomatoes were* unhealthy, 
were tin* cause of cancer, loosened and 
destroyed tin* teeth, etc. For generations 
hoys and girls had been warned not to 
eat so much butter m* their faces would 
break out with “ butter sores.” 
It is an 
old time tradition that buck wheat.cak es 
are p roducti\e of sk in diseases, and the 
Scotch are said to be cursed with the itch 
because they eat so much oatmeal. 
Dr. James t 1. White, p rofessor of der­ 
matology id H arvard university, in a re­ 
cent article on cutaneous diseases, p rick s 
some of these annoying traditional hub­ 
bies, 
1 !•* says that uncook ed butter is 
p erfectly harmless tood »so far 
a s the sk in 
is'Concerned, and it is difficult to con­ 
ceive how any one could have thought 
otherwise, 
unless, 
jmssihlv, 
the use 
of had butter in food otherwise ituli- 
gestible may have disturlied the stomach 
and p roduced imp ure blood. 
Buck wheat 
cak es do not p roduce cutaneous diseases, 
unless imp ro|K*rly cook ed and eaten hot 
with too much syrup , they up set the 
digestion. 
Oatmeal is p erfectly harm­ 
less food, and the idea that tomatoes 
cause cancer is ridiculous. 
Dr. White 
says that tin* eating of fruits, nuts and 
fish may lead to irritation of the sk in in 
certain individuals, but this arises from 
some cause jweuliar to the individual. 
The notion that certain k inds of food are 
detrimental to the comp lexion is a false 
one. 
A good digestion and a healthy 
ap p etite will tak e care of the sk in, anil 
it m atters little w hat one eats, if the 
stomach is allowed to do its work p rop ­ 
erly and furnish good material for p ure 
blood.
